T W O MILITARY  uprisings 
within  a week — one  in  Guatemala 
and  another  today  in  Argentina 
threatened  to  jeopardize  U.S.  ef- 
forts to  create 'economic  and  po- 
litical stability  through  the  Alli- 
ance for  Progress  Program. 

Members  of  Congress  brought 
new  pressure  on  the  administra- 
tion over  its  efforts  to  clamp 
down  on  Cuban  exile  activities. 
One  said  the  United  States  seem- 
ed to  have  embarked  on  a new 
policy  of  “petrilous  co-existence” 
with  the  Castro  regime.

Carl  E.  Sanders 
Tuesday. 

The.  Butts  spokesman  said  it 
was  "obvious”  Cook  was  deter 
mined  to  find  Butts  guilty. 

The  report -on  the  two-week  in- 
vestigation said  Butts  had  amas- 
sed a net  fortune  of  approximate- 
ly $206,000.  His  salary  was  $16,- 
000  a year. 

Butts’  resignation  from  Georg- 
ia, where  he  had  coached  or  di- 
rected athletics  for  25  years,  was 
accepted  Feb.  28.  This  was  less 
than  a month  before  a magazine 
article  accused  him  of  teleplmn- 
ing  football  information  to  i^a- 
bama  Coach  Paul  (Bear)  Bryant

The  Food  Service  Administra- 
tion now  operates  five  cafeterias, 
three  snack  bars,  the  Dairy  Pro- 
ducts Lab,  plus  136  vending  mach- 
ines on  campus,  according  to 
W$lls  Cloward,  director  of  food 
services. 

'Total  operation  to  keep  these' 
facilities  in  service  employs  325 
students  and  90  full  time  workers, 
he  said. 

One  of  the  basic  problems  con- 
fronting the  department  is  the 
jamming  of  vending  machines. 
Such  objects  as  tokens,  slugsr 
washers,  nylon  thread  and  for- 
eign coins  have  been  placed  in 
the'  machines,  causing  an  incon- 
venience and  loss  of  money  to 
other  people. 

Pennies  and  Canadian  coins  are 
also  a major  cause  of  trouble, 
said  Director  Cloward.  Many  peo- 
ple will  attempt  to  cheat  the  ma- 
chines by  using  a penny  for  a 
five  or  ten  cent  purchase.

USU  Botanist 
May  Advance 
Cancer  Study 


A Utah  State  University  pro- 
fessor has  announced  a break- 
through in  infectious  virus  re- 
search that  will  advance  the  study 
of  such  diseases  as  cancer. 

THE  DISCOVERY,  announced 
by  Dr.  George  W.  Cochran,  pro- 
fessor of  botany  at  Utah  State 
University,  will  enable  scientists 
to  study  the  virus  out  of  its  nat- 
ural habitat,  thus  advancing  the 
scientific  study  of  the  diseases 
caused  by  viruses,  such  as  cancer, 
according  to  Dr.  W.  M.  Hess  of 
the  BYU  Botany  Dept. 

More  than  thirty  viruses  are 
known  to  cause  cancer.  These 
viruses  live  inside  the  body  and 
are  not  passed  along  like  those 
of  the  common  cold  or  of  flu. 
Dr.  Cochran’s  discovery  may  lead 
to  a cure  for  the  common  cold 
or  for  certain  types  of  cancer,  Dr. 
Hess  said. 

THIS  IS  THE  second  major 
breakthrough  in  the  study  of  in- 
fectious viruses  in  less  than  a 
year  made  by  Dr.  Cochran. 

Early  in  1962  Dr.  Cochran  dis- 
covered he  could  form  viruses  by 
using  extracts  from  infected 
plants  and  nucleic  acid  from  vir- 
uses. The  recent  discovery  was 
announced  in  February  when  Dr. 
Cochran  and  his  associates  suc- 
ceeded in  forming  viruses  from 
healthy  plant  extracts  and  nuc- 
leic acid  from  viruses.

“However,” 
said  Director  Cloward,  “food  ser- 
vice on  the  campus,  as  a whole, 
does  not  come  from  a budget  of 
the  Church  offices.  We  try  to 
work  on  a close  budget  so  we  can 
just  break  even.” 

He  cited  as  an  example  the 
$1.82  which  is  paid  by  each  stu- 
dent living  at  Heleman  Halls  as 
a part  of  their  housing  expense. 
Only  50  per  cent  of  this  money  is 
used  to  buy  food.  The  other  50 
per  cent  is  used  for  wages  and  to 
buy  supplies  and  equipment,  such 
as  silverware  and  plates,  for  the 
approximately  1,650  students  at 
each  meal  in  Cannon  Center. 

However,  better  facilities  will 
soon  be  available  on  the  campus. 
Mr.  Cloward  stated  the  new  Stu- 
dent Center,  due  for  completion 
in  April  1964,  will  have  one  of 
the  most  modern  food  facilities 
in  the  country. 

Food  services  will  be  located  on 
four  levels  of  that  building.  Food 
will  be  prepared  on  the  first  level, 
while  the  second  level  will  house 
a cafeteria  and  snack  bar,  ^lus 
catering  facilities.  The  third  floor

Drive  Rebels  Into  Sea 


BUENOS' AIRES,  (UPD  -Loy- 
alist army  forces  drove  rebellious 
naval  units  from  La  Plata  and 
Buenos  Aires  out  to  sea  Tuesday 
night  but  the  rebels  grimly  press- 
ed their  attempt  to  overthrow  the 
government  of  president  Jose  M. 
Guido. 

AT  LEAST  37  soldiers  were 
kiiled  in  a naval  aerial  attack  on 
an  army  tank  column. 

The  bulk  of  the  sea  fleet  was 
sighted  at  Mar  Del  Plata  steam- 
ing north  toward  Buenos  Aires.
